Kentucky Weekly 
Gas Price Update 
and Outlook 

Average retail gasoline 
prices in Kentucky have fall¬ 
en 12.6 cents per gallon in the 
past week, averaging $2.11/g 
yesterday, according to Gas- 
Buddy’s daily survey of 2,623 
gas outlets in Kentucky. This 
compares with the national av¬ 
erage that has fallen 9.6 cents 
per gallon in the last week to 
$2.28/g, according to gasoline 
price website GasBuddy.com. 

Including the change in 
gas prices in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the past week, prices yes¬ 
terday were 120.9 cents per 
gallon lower than the same 
day one year ago and are 65.1 
cents per gallon lower than a 
month ago. The national aver¬ 
age has decreased 50.6 cents 
per gallon during the last 
month and stands 100.5 cents 
per gallon lower than this day 
one year ago. 

“The dramatic decline at 
the pump continues to reap 
significant savings for the 
motoring public- over $525 
million less spent every day 
versus this past summer, or 
$375 million less than the 
same time last year,” said 
Patrick DeHaan, senior petro¬ 
leum analyst with GasBuddy. 
“The slump in crude oil has 
wavered slightly and we’re 
in the fourth quarter of the 
game. However, there is still 
a chance that crude prices re¬ 
sume their slump again, and 
carry the pump plunge into 
overtime,” DeHaan said. 

Gas prices have fallen 
$ 1.85/gal in Michigan since 
June 28, the largest drop in the 
nation. Following close be¬ 
hind: Kentucky, down $1.66/ 
gal, Indiana, down $ 1.62/gal, 
Ohio, down $1.61/gal, and 
Illinois, down $ 1.60/gal over 
the same time frame. More 
statistics can be found at me- 
dia.gasbuddy.com.

Less than 24 hours af¬ 
ter Kentucky’s voters main¬ 
tained the 54-46 Democratic 
majority in the Kentucky 
House of Representatives, 
the chamber’s leaders of¬ 
fered a far-reaching agenda 
for the 2015 legislative ses¬ 
sion. 

“We want to thank the 
voters for their support and 
for giving us the opportuni¬ 
ty to move ahead with those 
ideas that are important to 
them and that help all Ken¬ 
tucky families succeed,” 
House Speaker Greg Stum- 
bo, D-Prestonsburg, said this 
afternoon. “Our Democratic 
caucus has made an effort in 
recent years to distance itself 
from the policies and grid¬ 
lock we have seen coming 
from Washington, and the 
voters rallied behind that. 
We are not like Washington, 
we don’t intend to be like 
Washington, and we don’t 
care for what is going on 
in Washington. We believe 
that we can disagree without 
being disagreeable, and our 
agenda reflects that.” 

“Our message resonat¬ 
ed with the people of Ken¬ 
tucky and proved the House 
Democratic Caucus is doing 
something right,” House 
Majority Leader Rocky Ad¬ 
kins, D-Sandy Hook, said. 
“We are committed to con¬ 
tinuing our agenda to create 
a strong economy that will 
produce good jobs, improve 
public education, expand 
tourism and development 
initiatives and develop inno¬ 
vative energy solutions.” 

Speaker Stumbo said a 
top priority for the House 
will be to continue work¬ 
ing with Governor Beshear 
to manage state government 
as Kentucky continues to 
emerge from the country’s 
worst recession since the 
Great Depression. 

House Speaker Pro Tem 
Larry Clark, D-Louisville, 
said that helping Kentucky’s 
working families “guides 


all that we do. That’s why 
we don’t pursue those poli¬ 
cies that seek to divide us. 
Instead we have worked 
tirelessly to provide the leg¬ 
islative tools needed to cre¬ 
ate and sustain good-paying 
jobs in our existing and de¬ 
veloping industries.” 

Speaker Stumbo said 
other agenda items would 
include boosting the state’s 
minimum wage, which has 
not been raised in more than 
five years, and ensuring gen¬ 
der equity in the workforce. 

House Majority Whip 
Tommy Thompson, D-Phil- 
pot, noted that the House 
“has made economic de¬ 
velopment a central role in 
our vision for Kentucky. 
That includes investments 
in workforce training; the 
local-option sales tax initia¬ 
tive, known as LIFT, which 
would let local communities 
have a choice in determin¬ 
ing their future by funding 
major projects themselves; 
and public-private partner¬ 
ships, which will bring busi¬ 
nesses and government clos¬ 
er together to accomplish a 
public goal. The people can 
see we have been focused 
on growing good-paying 
jobs, and we will continue 
pursuing those in 2015 and 
beyond.” 

House Majority Caucus 
Chair Sannie Overly, D- 
Paris, said the House would 
also continue to work on 
those social issues that have 
a major impact on Kentuck¬ 
ians. That includes “finding 
a comprehensive solution 
to the heroin epidemic and 
making sure we tackle this 
issue much as we did pre¬ 
scription-drug abuse.” 

She said another priority 
will be to extend domestic 
violence orders and emer¬ 
gency protective orders to 
victims in dating situations. 
“We are the only state not to 
offer some level of civil pro¬ 
tection in these cases,” she 
said. “That puts an espe¬ 
cially unfair burden on some 
of our youngest women who 
have no way of obtaining a 
DVO.” 

The leaders added that 
the House would also put 
its support behind a con¬ 
stitutional amendment that 
would give voters a chance 
to bring Kentucky in line 
with most other states that 
allow most felons to vote af¬ 
ter completing all aspects of 
their sentence. 

“We have an ambitious 
agenda, but I’m more con¬ 
vinced than ever that we 
can enact it and other need¬ 
ed laws,” Speaker Stumbo 
said. “The election season 
is over; now, it’s time to get 
to work.” 

The 2015 Regular Ses¬ 
sion is set to begin Janu¬ 
ary 6th, and will last for 30 
working days, concluding in 
late March.

BUMPS ON EYELIDS 


That small bump that 
sometimes appears on either 
the upper or lower eyelid is 
caused by a blocked oil gland. A 
“chalazion” usually disappears 
in about a month without 
treatment. However, most 
patients seek treatment when 
a chalazion is large enough to 
block vision or looks unsightly. 
The bump that characterizes 
a chalazion is caused by a 
blockage in the Meibomian 
gland on the eyelid, which 
produces oil in both the upper 
and lower eyelids. Chalazia 
are sometimes confused with 
styes, which, unlike chalazia, 
are caused by infections and 
are usually painful. In addition, 
chalazia are usually found away 
from the edge of the eyelid while 
styes are most often found right 
on the eyelid edge.

The new year is all 
about opportunity for 
Kentucky hunters 

The stretch between 
Christmas and New Year’s 
Day can be a time to relax, 
reflect and make resolutions 
for the year ahead. 

The Wildlife Division of 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
is well into its planning for 
the 2015-16 hunting seasons, 
and one word keeps coming 
up in the discussions. 

Opportunity. 

The focus is not limited 
to one species, but plans per¬ 
taining to deer, elk and small 
game stand out. 

Here’s a look at some of 
what’s in store for 2015. 
DEER 

At its December meet¬ 
ing, the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Commission rec¬ 
ommended several proposals 
for legislative approval that 
would expand or create new 
opportunities for deer and 
elk hunters. 

In Kentucky, a county is 
assigned to one of four deer 
management zones. Some 
zones have move liberal 
harvest restrictions to thin 
or maintain the herd while 
others are more restrictive to 
help grow the herd. 

Deer populations in 
Hopkins, Larue, Green, 
Nelson and Bullitt counties 
have reached the point where 
more antlerless deer need to 
harvested, according to Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife bi¬ 
ologists. Under the proposal, 
those counties would shift 
from Zone 2 to Zone 1 sta¬ 
tus. The change would give 
hunters an opportunity to be 
harvest an unlimited number 
of antlerless deer in those 
counties provided they have 
the appropriate number of 
Additional Deer Permits. 

“You’ll see a significant 
harvest increase going from 


a Zone 2 to a Zone 1, which 
is what we want,” said Chris 
Garland, acting Wildlife Di¬ 
vision director for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “When we 
go to a Zone 1, we’re basical¬ 
ly trying to knock back the 
population.” 

Deer numbers in Gray¬ 
son, Ohio and Breckenridge 
counties have rebounded 
since the Epizootic Hemor¬ 
rhagic Disease outbreaks in 
2007 and 2010 and can with¬ 
stand moving from Zone 3 to 
Zone 2, biologists said. Zone 
2 status allows for a 16-day 
modern gun deer season as 
opposed to a 10-day season 
in Zones 3 and 4. 

There are other proposed 
changes to deer regulations 
on several Wildlife Man¬ 
agement Areas to follow as 
well, including the creation 
of a new antlerless-only 
quota hunt in December on 
Veterans Memorial WMA 
in Scott County and a No¬ 
vember firearms quota hunt 
on Kentucky River WMA 
in Owen and Henry coun¬ 
ties. Also, residents 65 and 
older will be allowed to use 
crossbows during the entire 
deer archery season without 
being required to obtain a 
crossbow exemption permit 
under a proposal forwarded 
by the commission. 

“We’re really looking at 
providing as much opportu¬ 
nity as we can without nega¬ 
tively impacting the popula¬ 
tion base,” Garland said. 
ELK 

A new Landowner 
Voucher Permit System 
could pave the way for pri¬ 
vate landowners to earn an 
elk permit by opening their 
land for elk hunting. 

“We’re trying to increase 
opportunity by opening up 
new lands and give people 
the motivation to open up 
their private land,” Garland 
said. “We realize the elk 
are moving into the woods 
and moving off the public 
lands they’ve been hunted 
on. They’re wiser and more 
wary and acting like a truly 
hunted elk herd.” 

Under the system rec¬ 
ommended by the commis¬ 
sion, a landowner or lessee 
with at least 100 acres in the 
elk zone would be eligible to 
enroll. 

Landowners would set 
the number of hunters, by 
weapon type, allowed on 
their land. Two points would 
be awarded for the harvest 
of a bull elk and one for a 
cow elk. After accruing 20 
points, the landowner or les¬ 
see of the property would re¬ 
ceive one voucher elk permit, 
which would be transferable 
and valid for either sex on 
any land the landowner or 
lessee owns or leases in the 
elk zone. 

SMALL GAME 

A progress report on the 
10-year plan for restoring the 
northern bobwhite is due out 
in early 2015. 

“We reviewed our prog¬ 
ress over the first five years; 
what we did well and what 
we can improve on,” said 
Ben Robinson, small game 
biologist with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. 

One of the highlights of 
the past five years’ work is 
the success achieved in quail 
focus areas. 

“Every focus area that 
we worked on experienced an 
increase in bobwhite popula¬ 
tions,” Robinson said. “The 
work differs a little bit for 
all the regions, but all in all 
they’ve been under pretty in¬ 
tensive habitat management. 
Everything from getting rid 
of cool season grasses like 
fescue and establishing na¬ 
tive warm-season grasses 
down to managing exist¬ 
ing habitat to make it better 
through controlled burning, 
herbicide applications and 
disking. It’s really starting to 
pay off.” 

Opportunities abound 
for hunters in Kentucky, and 
more are on the horizon in 
2015. The new license year 
starts March 1, and licenses 
and permits for the 2015-16 
season are on sale now. Visit 
the department’s website at 
fw.ky.gov for more informa¬ 
tion.

Mixing metaphors 
there is a Secretariat out there 
today - talent, poise, flowering 
personality andnational attention 
it’s housed in Lexington, 

Kentucky’s basketball team 
is big, powerful, smart, showy, 
with a heart two lions large, and 
can run too, ten-at-a-time, on 20 
legs, all day. 

That ESPN analysts 
declared to the world in the last 
week-or-so that Kentucky has 
quality enough to win its own 
triple crown (SEC, SEC tourney 
and NCAA), is johnny-come- 
lately. Folk in Big Blue Nation 
“saw it right off.” 

If you’re still with me here, 
you’ve probably seen every 
SEC team play at least once this 
season. Says here, Gainesville, 
Tuscaloosa to Baton Rouge, pick 
one, I’ve seen nary a platoon to 
match Kentucky’s two. Add in 
the hostile home crowd factor 
at SEC stops (see poise against 
UofL), and Kentucky still looks 
like Secretariat out of the gate. 
With due respect to Duke fire 
power, Virginia defense and 
Arizona team-ness, we could 
be witnessing the unfolding of 
narrative for another Belmont 
Stakes (1973). 

The ingredients and 
personality elements for legend 
are all there. 


Ramsey and Tsioropoulos 
was, many believed, linked to 
football dominate SEC bosses 
who wanted to punish Rupp 
again for the 1949 scandal. 

And so, another record is up 
for re-set for the 2015 Kentucky 
Wildcats, 25-0 and beyond. 


TO THE UK ARCHIVES! 

Having steam rolled its’ 
non-SEC schedule 12-0, let us 
open the UK basketball archive 
which, in this case has the heft of 
Smithsonian and is reverential 
history to Big Blue Nation. 

v 1966. Last time a 
Kentucky team had the magical 
mix of skill, size, savvy and 
likability to march to March. On 
the way to No. 1 in the rankings, 
Rupp’s Runts finished pre-SEC 
9-0. By March 5 and a trip to 
Knoxville the Wildcats were 
23-0. We know what happened 
then. 

a/ 1954. If the 2015 
Wildcats flatten the SEC they 
will reach a pinnacle not seen 
in Big Blue Nation in 61 years. 
The 1953-54 team won its first 
seven by double-digits through 
December and ranked first in all 
national polls. Adolph Rupp’s 
only unbeaten team was on its 
way to 25-0. 

Then, in a decision that, if 
made today would cause riot and 
ruin and a lawsuit, SEC schools 
voted to let Kentucky participate 
in the NCAA Tournament, but 
without it’s three leading scorer- 
rebounders, Cliff Hagan, Frank 
Ramsey and Lou Tsioropoulos. 

Disqualify the core of 
Rupp’s team because? They 
were graduate students who had 
exhausted their eligibility, the 
league ruled. Irrelevant, they 
said, the three had not played 
at all the year before since 
Kentucky had been suspended 
as punishment for the point 
shaving scandal in 1949. 

Without his Terrible Trio, 
Rupp declared his No. 1 ranked 
and unbeaten team, would not 
accept the NCAA bid. In the 
end 1954’s national champion 
was LaSalle. Kentucky had 
coasted by the Explorers 73-60 
in December. 

The decision to ban Hagan,

More than three quar¬ 
ters of Kentucky adults, 
77%, know about kynect, 
the state’s online health in¬ 
surance marketplace. How¬ 
ever, only 17% of uninsured 
Kentucky adults report they 
have tried to get more infor¬ 
mation about kynect. Those 
are some of the highlights in 
the latest Kentucky Health 
Issues Poll (KHIP) released 
Monday, December 29, 
2014. 

“The Kentucky Health 
Issues Poll (KHIP) provides 
a snapshot of Kentuckians’ 
views on various health- 
related topics,” said Susan 
Zepeda, President/CEO of 
the Foundation for a Healthy 


Kentucky. “This indepen¬ 
dent source of data helps 
inform Kentucky leaders’ 
health policy decisions.” 

KHIP highlights in¬ 
clude: 

• 7 in 10 (70%) unin¬ 
sured Kentucky adults said 
they have heard something 
about kynect. 

• About 1 in 6 (17%) un¬ 
insured adults sought more 
information about kynect. 

• Nearly 1 in 5 (19%) 
adults living at or below 
138% of the Federal Poverty 
Fevel (FPF) reported seek¬ 
ing more information about 
kynect. 

Kentucky launched ky¬ 
nect on October 1, 2013. 
Since then, the state reports 
more than 521,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians have enrolled in health 
insurance coverage via ky¬ 
nect. Open enrollment in 


kynect is currently underway 
through February 15, 2015. 

KHIP was funded by the 
Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky and Interact for 
Health, formerly the Health 
Foundation of Greater Cin¬ 
cinnati. The poll was con¬ 
ducted October 8, 2014— 
November 6, 2014, by the 
Institute for Policy Research 
at the University of Cincin¬ 
nati. A random sample of 
1,597 adults from throughout 
Kentucky was interviewed 
by telephone, including 
landlines and cell phones. 
The poll has a margin of er¬ 
ror of ±2.5%.

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements 
in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America; this 
includes the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the 
preparation and fair presentation of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, 
whether due to fraud or error.

Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We 
conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government 
Auditing Standards , issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditor’s 
judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial . 
statements, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor 
considers internal control relevant to the entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial 
statements in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the circumstances, but not 
for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control. 
Accordingly, we express no such opinion. An audit also includes evaluating the appropriateness 
of accounting policies used and the reasonableness of significant accounting estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall presentation of the financial statements.

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, 
the respective financial position of the governmental activities of the City of Augusta, Kentucky, 
as of June 30, 2014, and the respective changes in financial position, and, where applicable, 
cash flows thereof for the year then ended in accordance with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 

Other Matters 

Required Supplementary Information 

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require that the 
management’s discussion and analysis and budgetary comparison information on pages 3-8 be 
presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such information, although not a part of 
the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, 
who considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic financial 
statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. We have applied certain 
limited procedures to the required supplementary information in accordance with auditing 
standards generally accepted in the United States of America, which consisted of inquiries of 
management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the information for 
consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and 
other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not 
express an opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures 
do not provide us with sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 


Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated 
December 12, 2014, on our consideration of the City of Augusta, Kentucky’s internal control over 
financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the 
scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of 
that testing, and not to provide an opinion on internal control over financial reporting or on 
compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government 
Auditing Standards in considering City of Augusta, Kentucky’s internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance.

doubt that we still 
long way to go to recover 
fully from the national reces¬ 
sion that began seven years 
ago, there have been some 
encouraging signs in recent 
days. 

Early last week, for ex¬ 
ample, the U.S. Commerce 
Department reported that the 
economy grew by five per¬ 
cent between July and Sep¬ 
tember, the fastest quarterly 
uptick in a decade. 

A day earlier, meanwhile, 
the Gallup Poll said that 36 
percent of Americans believe 
now is a good time to find 
what the poll calls a “qual¬ 
ity job.” That may seem low, 
but it is the best we have seen 
since November 2007, and is 
far above the eight percent 
rate the poll showed just two 
years ago. 

Gallup added that there 
is more optimism among 
younger adults than those 
over 50, but there is little dif¬ 
ference between those with 
and without a college degree, 
indicating new-job prospects 
are broad-based. 

One area where Kentucky 
has outpaced most states is 
the decline in unemploy¬ 
ment. November’s seasonal¬ 
ly adjusted rate of six percent 
was 2.1 points lower than it 
was a year earlier, making 
it the steepest drop we have 
seen in more than three de¬ 
cades. Only five states have 
had more success in this area 
over the past year, but one 
concern economists have is 
that part of our lower rate is 
due to people dropping out 
of the workforce, something 
we need to reverse. 

The good news is that 
the decline in unemployment 
is not isolated in certain ar¬ 
eas of the state. In fact, the 


unemployment rate was low¬ 
er in all 120 counties in Au¬ 
gust, September and October 
when compared to the same 
three months in 2013, and we 
missed a statewide sweep by 
just one county in Novem¬ 
ber. It is worth noting that 
this 120-county decline had 
never occurred prior to this 
summer. 

The Buffalo Trace re¬ 
gion, which is comprised of 
Bracken, Fleming, Lewis, 
Mason and Robertson coun¬ 
ties, has experienced a big¬ 
ger drop than the state as a 
whole, with our unemploy¬ 
ment rate going down almost 
three percentage points be¬ 
tween Nov. 2013 and Nov. 
2014. Only one of the other 
11 area development districts 
did better and another tied 
with our decline. 

According to a federal 
survey of business establish¬ 
ments that excludes agricul¬ 
ture and the self-employed, 
Kentucky has added almost 
39,000 jobs over the past 
year. 

That includes almost 
11,000 new jobs in the pro¬ 
fessional and business-ser¬ 
vices sector, companies that 
help other companies; 5,300 
new jobs in healthcare; and 
2,700 new jobs in manu¬ 
facturing. The construction

below where it was a year 
ago. In our area, Green To- 
kai, Mitsubishi, and Ridley 
have all announced expan¬ 
sions. Also, Federal Mogul 
has reversed its decision to 
close its Maysville plant and 
develop a new strategy for 
that plant. 

In related unemploy¬ 
ment news, Gov. Beshear 
announced in late November 
that our employers would 
not have to pay an additional 
$112 million tied to a nearly 
$1 billion federal loan Ken¬ 
tucky borrowed in 2009 to 
cover unemployment pay¬ 
ments during the recession. 

Under a legislative plan 
adopted in 2012, our busi¬ 
nesses have whittled this loan 
down to less than $340 mil¬ 
lion, putting us well ahead of 
the scheduled pay-back. 

Not all states have been 
as fortunate. Ohio, for one, 
still owes $1.38 billion, and 
its businesses will have to 
pay an extra $84 per employ¬ 
ee in 2015. 

Overall, 2014 has turned 
out to be one of the better 
years Kentucky’s businesses 
have seen in a long time. 
In addition to the job gains, 
they’re exporting nearly 10 
percent more than last year’s 
record $25 billion; new-busi- 
ness start-ups are out-pacing 
nearly every other state; and 
Site Selection magazine - a 
trade publication that moni¬ 
tors industrial growth - re¬ 
cently put Kentucky eighth 
in business climate. 

As we ready for 2015, 
the General Assembly will 
continue looking for ways to 
help our businesses build on 
these accomplishments while 
making sure they reach all 
areas of the state. We cannot 
afford to leave any region be¬ 
hind.
